Bob Devaney, Nebraska’s Hall of 
Fame football coach and athletic di- 
rector, used to joke that he’d been in 
the state for seyeral years before he 
found out the Cornhuskers lost the 
1941 Rose Bowl game. = 

Nebraska’s Rose Bowl appear- 
ance, and the 1940 team that made it, 
retain a special place in Cornhusker 
football history. 

The positive aspects of the experi- 
ence transcend the fact that Ne 
braska lost to Stanford 21-13, 

Cornhusker football was important 
to the state in the late 1930s. 

With the Depression coming to an 
end, it gave Nebraskans “something 
to attach themselves to,” according 
to Warren Alfson, 2 senior guard on 
Nebraska’s Rose Bowl team. 

Bowl games are taken for granted 
by Nebraska fans now. The Corn- 
huskers have made 20 consecutive 
bowl trips and 25 in the 27 seasons 
since Devaney replaced Bill Jennings 
as head coach in 1962. 

But Nebraska had never been to a 
post-season bowl when Coach Law- 
rence McCeney “Biff” Jones’ fourth 
team accepted an invitation from the

ford Indians. 


Forrest Behm (1938-1940) was an

Behm was inducted into the National

Elmer Dohrmann (1936-1939) is

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Rose Bowl on Dec. 1, 1940. 
The celebration that followed in 

Lincoln lasted more than 24 hours, 

according to newspaper reports. 

A wire service story describing 
the excitement began: “This city 
continues to celebrate what it consid- 
ers the biggest moment since the 
Territory of Nebraska became one of 
the 48 states ... there is not one citi- 
zen who, since the invitation came 
from Pasadena, has failed to show 
his appreciation.” 

Despite falling snow, a bitter wind 
and temperatures near zero, the 
‘Streets of Lincoln were “choked with 
parades of students, bands, house- 
wives, businessmen, moppets, tots 
and what have you.” 

University classes were canceled, 
and students stormed the capitol, de- 
manding that the governor lead the 
singing of “There is no place like Ne- 
braska,” the school song. 

The 1940 Cornhuskers were in 
every sense Nebraska's team. Of the 
43 players who made the Rose Bowl 
trip, all but one listed Nebraska as 
home. That one, tackle Robert 
MeNutt, was from Colby, Kan. 
“Being all Nebraskans, it had a

greater meaning to us,” said Herm 
Rohrig, a tailback in the Cornhusker 
‘single-wing from Lincoln. 

The recruiting inducement he re- 
ceived illustrates the state loyalty 
that existed at the time. 

Rohrig, an outstanding football 
player at Lincoln High, wanted to 
play at Nebraska but couldn't afford 
the tuition, so he looked at other 
schools, particularly Colorado, which 
offered financial aid. 

When Cy Sherman, sports editor of 
The Lincoln Star, found out Rohrig 
was considering Colorado, he called 
Rohrig to his office. 

“I was 17-years-old and afraid of 
my own shadow,” Rohrig said. 

Sherman asked Rohrig how seri- 
ous he was about Colorado. 

Rohrig said he and Bill Pfeiff, who 
earned a football letter-at Nebraska 
in 1937, “were thinking about it.” 

“Let me tell you something, son,” 
Sherman told Rohrig. “If you don't 
play football at Nebraska, I'll see to 
it that your dad is fired.” 

Rohrig's father worked as a custo- 
dian at the newspaper. 

“So I said, ‘Well, I guess I’m going 
to Nebraska.’ That’s how I was re- 


owl team has special niche 


cruited,” said Rohrig, who worked 
for a year following graduation from 
high school before enrolling. 

‘The players who formed the basis 
for the 1940 team went through the 
program together, according to For- 
rest Behm, another Lincoin High 
graduate who earned All-American 
recognition as a tackle. 

Rohrig and Alfson were among 
them, as were All-Big Six performers 
Harry Hopp, Roy Petsch, Walter Lu- 
ther and Ray Prochaska. 

When those players were sopho- 
mores, Nebraska finished 3-5-1. 

“The newspapers called us “the 
laughing boys,” Behm said during a 
telephone interview from his home in 
Corning, N.Y., following his induction 
in the National Football Hall of 
Fame last December. 

“But it wasn’t because we weren't 
serious about what we did. Basically, 
that same group of guys went on to 
the Rose Bowl,” said Behm. 

Jones, a U.S. Army major, and his 
staff deserved much of the credit, ac- 
cording to Rohrig. 

Jones was tough-minded.

Guard Alfson began as tackle 
because Weir told him he was

Warren Alfson was asked what 
position he played when he reported 
for freshman football practice at Ne- 
braska in the fall of 1936, 

Guard, he told the coaches. 

“So they played me at tackle,” Alf- 
son said during a telephone interview 
from his home in Wisner. “I didn’t 
know what a tackle did.” 

Alfson didn’t know what a guard 
did, for that matter. He had played in 
the backfield at Wisner High. 

But he considered himself too slow 
to be a back and too small to be a 
tackle at Nebraska, “ 

. So he said he was a guard. 

Alfson weighed nearly 190 pounds, 
though, and that was enough to be a 
tackle, according to Ed Weir, who 
‘was the freshman coach, 

Weir was an All-American tackle 
for the Cornhuskers in 1924 and 1925. 
When the freshman weighed in, “he 
gripped my wrist and said, ‘That's 
the same weight I played at,’” said 
Alfson, who became a tackle, 

Tt wasn’t until his junior year that 
Alfson began to “blossom” at guard, 
the position where he would earn All- 
American recognition on Nebraska’s 
Rose Bowl team in 1940. 

Alfson was a solid defender, once 
making the tackle on five consecu- 
live plays ina game against Oklaho- 
ma. But “I think I was best known as 
a pulling guard,” he said. 

“T don’t suppose I was outstanding, 
but I guess I did pretty well.” 

In many ways, Alfson was repre- 
sentative of the players on the Corn- 
huskers’ Rose Bowl team. 

He was from in-state. All but one 
of the 43 players who made the trip 
to Pasadena, Calif., were, 

Alfson worked for three years fol- 
lowing high school graduation before 
enrolling at Nebraska, and he didn’t 
play his second year there — by 
choice — because the season was 
half over before he had an oppor- 
tunity to crack the lineup. 

“That gave me some maturity,” 
Alfson said. “Now they do it with red- 
shirting.” - 

He was 25-years-old when he 
played in the Rose Bowl.

“Modest to extreme, Alfson is al- 
most embarrassed by current re- 
ports that he'll figure prominently on 
1940 All-America selections,” a wire 
Service reporter wrote. 

“The Husker guard is one player 
who knows his star won't shine when 
the sun has set. Both his feet are on 
the ground. Even the lure of a lucra- 
tive professional football career has 
not turned’his head.” 


Alfson’s National Football League 
career as a member of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers lasted only one season, but 
not for a lack of ability. 

Alfson played for the Dodgers 
while attending officer candidates 
School in the Navy. His football ca- 
reer ended with the Japanese bomb- 
ing of Pearl Harbor.

Prior to coming to Nebraska, 
Jones coached at LSU. His tenure 
there ended following a halftime inci- 
dent in which he took Huey Long, the 
governor of Louisiana, by the nap of 
the neck and the seat of the pants 
and tossed him out of the Louisiana 
State locker room. As the story goes, 
Jones resigned after the game, be- 
fore he could be fired. 

Jones replaced D.X. Bible in 1937, 
and his first team — led by All-Amer- 
icans Charles Brock, a center, and 
Fred Shirey, a tackle — won the Big 
Six, finishing 6-1-2 overall. 

The 1939 season foreshadowed 
what was to come in 1940, Nebraska 
finished with a 7-1-1 record, losing 
only to conference champion Mis- 
souri and tying Indiana. 

“We had a pretty darn good team 
(in 1939),” said Alfson. 

The Cornhuskers opened the 1940 
season with a 13-7 loss to a Bernie 
Bierman-coached Minnesota team 
that went 8-0 and won the mythical 
national championship. 

Nebraska had a touchdown called 
back because of a penalty. “Being an 
ex-official, we got screwed in that 
game,” said Rohrig, who worked in 
the National Football League. 

The Cornhuskers wouldn’t lose 
again until Jan. 1, 1941, before the 
largest crowd ever to watch a Ne- 
braska game — 92,000. 

Nebraska led Stanford twice in the 
first half before succumbing to Clark 
Shaughnessy’s team. 

- The Indians were led by All-Amer- 
ican Frankie Albert and featured the 
innovative T-formation. 

The single-wing was football's 
standard offense. 


Jones scouted Stanford's T-forma- 


tion by attending the NFL champion- 
ship game between the Chicago 
Bears and Washington Redskins. The 
Bears used the T and won 73-0. 

The Cornhuskers “didn’t know 
what the hell it (the T-formation) 
was,” Rohrig said. 

Nevertheless, the difference in the 
game was a missed extra-point kick 
and a 39-yard piint return for a touch- 
down by Stanford’s Pete Kmetovic in 
the third quarter. 

Nebraska was well-represented in 
Pasadena that afternoon, according 
to Rohrig. The Rose Bowl showed the

Steve Miller got into his car with 
his wife Suzanne. After he had driven 
a mile toward home, he pulled over, 
‘Shut off the car and cried. 

“Tt was the sudden realization that 
I had just been through the most 
emotional moment in my life athleti- 
cally,” he said. “It;was a physical and 


emotional ‘release, and it felt good- 


Very good. Great.” 

Miller finally had something to 
Show for his efforts. 

For the last 17 months, Miller has 
been selling, cajoling, bending and 
vending supporters for the Kansas 
State athletic program.* 

He was hired as athletic director 
in Manhattan, Kan., in the summer of 
1988. His first goal was to bring the 
football program above the level of 
contempt. 

The Wildcats had succeeded in los- 
ing more often than any other team 
in college football. Never mind that 
the basketball team was very com- 
petitive. Never mind the track and 
field teams had plenty of respect and 
the baseball program was posting. 
winning seasons, 

‘The focus in this part of the coun- 
try is in football. And the Kansas 
State football program had sur- 
passed only Voyager II in slipping 
deeper and deeper into the void. 

Miller got support. He got money. 
He started to build buildings. He sold 
tickets. He promised that people join- 
ing the Kansas State football pro-

ram would get to be a part of some- 
thing nobody else could offer. 

Tt worked. 

Kansas State pumped in extra mil- 
ons into the football program. They 
Started to build new football offices.

But the Wildcats struggled through 


They knelt to 
Northern Iowa, Northern Illinois and 
Arizona State this season, extending 
the nation’s longest losing streak and 
longest non-winning streak. 

Then, it happened. A miracle. The 
miracle that Miller had promised ap- 
peared at Wildcat Stadium last 
Saturday. 


Kansas State lost the lead with 


1:44 left and appeared to be headed 
to defeat at the hands of North Texas 
State. 

But something happened that 
hasn’t happened in @ long time at 
K-State. 

Carl Straw quarterbacked a nine- 
play drive to the North Texas State 
12-yard line, He passed to Frank Her- 
nandez on the final play of the game. 

Hernandez caught the ball and 
Kansas State won. 

“‘Tve been coach of Olympic 
teams, and I've. seen world records 
Set, but it was nothing like this,” 
Miller said, 

“First, it was a win. Critical relief 
for us and affirmation that we're 
doing the right things. 

“Second, we~came from behind 
and we had every opportunity to lose, 
but we came back. 

“Third, the 26,000 fans didn’t leave 
when we lost the lead. They stuck 
around and saw something special. 
They stuck around, pounded on the 
lockerroom doors and demanded the 
team come back out for an ovation. 

“Fourth, this was good for our 


kids. They are kids and they needed 
something positive.” s 

Miller said he can’t get to thes 
boosters who have already supported © 
the program quick enough. He vine 
he can't wait to get to those who 
were waivering. 

“One win does not spell success no 
capital letters. But it does affirm you 5 zZ 
have the ability to win,” he said. c

New Kansas State coach says work far from over 


Perspective may determine the ul- 
timate weight of Kansas State’s vic- 
tory over North Texas State last 
week. 

To Kansas State Athletic Director 
Steve Miller, the Wildcats’ first vie- 
tory in three years was a relief. 

“We didn't just get a monkey off 
our back. We got a bison off our 
back,” he said. 

* New Kansas State football coach 
Bill Snyder immediately put the 
weight back on. 

“It's all on how you take things 
into perspective,” Snyder said. “Obvi- 
ously, 1 think all of us were pleased 
with the fact we won. 

“But someone asked me, and the 
very first thought that went through 
my mind when Frank Hernandez 
caught the touchdown pass was the 


fact we had to play Nebraska the 
next week. 

“We would like to take the time to 
enjoy the win, but the time isn't 
there. The clock is relentless. it’s just 
like the ocean, and it won't slow 
down for you.” 

He's already eschewed the 
chances of a moral victory in the Ne- 
braska game. 

“T’ve never prepared for a game in 
my life, and I don’t think any of our 
coaches have, where we went into a 
game saying we want a moral victo- 
ry,” Snyder said. “But it's important 
for us, regardless of the outcome, to 
be able to identify correctly whether 
we've stayed on track and continued 
‘to improve.” 

So the load is back. on K-State’s 
back. 


The Wildcats moved ahead in a 
number of areas against North Texas 
State, Snyder said. 

“We'll have to play hard, not make 
mistakes, play as well as we possibly 
can play and have some good fortune 
along the way and hope that Nebras- 
ka, from time to time, may stub it’s 
toe,” Snyder said. 

The Wildcat defense will help. Ex- 
cept for two big plays by North 
Texas State, K-State held the Mean 
Green to eight first downs and 117 
yards of total offense. 

“If was a tremendous effort.” 
Snyder said. “I told our football team, 
you cannot line up and play Manhat- 
tan Junior High School and expect to 
hold them to eight first downs and 
117 yards in total offense. 

“Yet, the thing everyone has to 


realize if there are 70 snaps in the 
ball game, you can't play 69, you 
can't play 68. Now, maybe a Ne- 
braska can line up and get 65 out of 
70 plays and survive, but at Kansas 
State you can’t do that.” 3 

Snyder said he wasn’t going to 
drastically change anything in prepa- 
ration for Nebraska. 

“We cannot change our epee 
for anybody,” he said. “You will 
easily identify our offense and our 
defense when we get on the field.” 

He said the same thing about the 
Cornhuskers. 

“They are as physical as they have 
always been. They have always had 
excellent running backs, and that is 
no different this year. They execute, 
they do the thing that they do arid 
they do them very, very wi
